Success For Grandson 

In Big Task 

IS ONLY 43 YEARS 



Appointment this week of 
William Pate Mulock, member 
for North York, as postmaster- 
general gave this riding the 
unique distinction of filling this 
cabinet post for the second time. 

Sir William Mulock, grand- 
father of the present member, 
who as postmaster-general in the 
famous Lauricr cabinet of "all 
the talents" forced penny post- 
age on the British Empire, was 
overjoyed when he heard the 
news. Sir William was visiting 
a friend's summer home at Kes- 
wick when informed of the 
appointment of his grandson. 

"1 know he will be a credit to 
the post and to his country," 
declared Sir William. 

William Pate Mulock is the 
youngest of the cabinet ministers, 
•13 years old, having been born 
July 8, 1897, in Toronto, son of 
W i 1 1 i a m Mulock, K.C., and 
grandson of Right Hon. Sir 
William Mulock, retired Chief 
Justice of Ontario, 

A graduate of the University 
of Toronto and Osgoode Hall, Mr. 
Mulock is associated with a Tor- 
onto law firm and operates a 
fruit farm ot Armitage. lie 
served with n Canadian ammuni- 
tion company in the Siberian 
expeditionary force. 

He was first elected to the 
House of Commons in a by-elec- 
tion Sept* 24, 1934, and was re- 
turned in the general elections of 
1035 and 1940. 

Thirty-one years agothis sum- 
mer Sir Wilfrid and Lady 
Laurier visited Sir William 
Mulock at Armitage. Sir Wilfrid, 
then Canadian prime minister, 
was much taken with Sir Will- 
iam's grandson, n lad of 13. 

"I want you to promise that 
when you grow up you will run 
as Liberal candidate in North 
York," said the Liberal chieftain 
to the youngster. "1 will," the 
little chap replied. 

Today that grandson, Hon. 
William Pate Mulock, M.P., is 
the youngest member of the 
Mackenzie King cabinet. Mr.

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Mulock assumed office on his 
birthday. 

Asked how he happened to 
turn to politics and public affairs. 
Col. Mulock says: "I have never 
forgotten my promise to Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier." 

"I have ideas, but I am not 
saying anything about ! them 
until I know all I can learn about 
my department," observed Col. 
Mulock. It is an open secret 
that one of his ideas concerns 
possible cheaper postage on par- 
cels mailed to Canadian soldiers 
overseas.

Here is a parting shot: "Within the space of a 
few v/eeks we have seen wheat tumble from 91) 
cents to 71 cents; hogs go down from nine cents 
to eight cents; butter slide from 23 cents to 22 
cents— and so it goes: the farmers' earnings— their 
capital absorbed by the plutocrats."

As a result of certain allega- 
tions made that some stores were 
supplying tobacco surreptitiously 
to reliefecs, the relief committee 
of Aurora council met tvith a 
group of the town merchants on 
Monday evening in camera. It 
is understood that all merchants 
denied the allegations and 
agreed to watch closely to see 
that there were no irregularities 
in the goods supplied on the 
vouchers. 

. At present the open voucher is 
supplied to those on relief, 
whereby goods can be purchased 
at any store.

The question that bothers 
reliefees is not with whom they 
deal but whether or not they can 
obtain as favorable prices at one 
store as at another.
